It 
was jiist 11.6 -kilometres long 
and had -only 10 alatlons, Now 
we have metros In eight cities — 
Moscow, Leningrad, Kiev, Khar- 
kov, Tashkent, Baku, Yerevan, 
Tbilisi. Construction has begun 
hi three more cities, and designs 
are being prepared for a score 
ol them. 

The total length of the metro 
Unas Is 370 kilometres, with Mos- 
cow accounting (or ZOO kilomet- 
res, This country's metros cany 
more than 11 mlilion passengers 
every day, Including 6.5 million 
In Moscow. 

By 1985 the lines will be ex- 
tended by almost 100 kilometres. 
The Soviet metro builders have 
powerful tunnel-digging techno- 
logy at their disposal. The effici- 
ent beading machine which you 
see In the photo can dig through 
any rock, and do It faster than 
other tunneling methods. 

Soviet designs, technology and 
techniques hove been borrowed 
by metro builders in Budapest, 
Bucharest, Prague. Warsaw, Zag- 
reb, Sofia, Marseilles anrl Helsin- 
ki. The Soviet Union Is supplying 
technology, experts and training 
Tor Indian personnel In Calcutta 
where Ihe first Indian niciro Is 
being bulll. This know-how will 
later he used In Delhi, Madras, 
and Bombay. 


High-rise construction in the Far East 


White .soils over the blue bay 
■— this Is how Ihe Far Eastern 
city Nakhodka will look to the 
seamen of Incoming ships.

The microbiological In- 
dustry has been created and Is being developed, with 
ihe aim ol producing valuable substances for agricul- 
ture, primarily lead protein, which Is sore/y locking. 
Genelfc engineering wos fnsfrumenfaf In creating spe- 
cial kinds ol briefer fa which synthesize protein. Lasf 
year alone, one million tonnes ol proleln-vilamln con- 
centrales were produced for slack-farming. 

Genetic engineering on plants faces no less serious 
fnafts. fn this Held they are searching tor new crops, 
more pcsl- and wealher-resfsfaiif, with a higher quality 
of prole in, and with a combination ol properties unob- 
tainable through selection or hybridization. Genetic en- 
gineering Is useful precisely for ffs ability to overcome 
biological barriers.

A VALUABLE MATERIAL 

Soviet phosphorous chemical 
industries can meet their de- 
mand for sulphuric ecld needed 
In the production of mineral 
fertilizer by utilizing their own 
wasLe. 

Researchers from Leningrad 
recommend that acid be pro- 
duced Trom , phosphorous gyp- 
sums, which at present are dis- 
carded as waste after the pro- 
cessing of apatites. 

An experimental consignment 
of sulphuric acid derived from 
waste has been produced by an 
experimental plant of the Lenin- 
grad Scientific, Research and 
Design Institute of Ihe Basic 
Chemical Industry, 

In turn, the WBste thus pro- 
duced — the so-called calcium 
silicate — can bo utilized to 
produce cement and high-grade 
brlcka. Thus ail previously re- 
jected chemicals are now put 
to good use, and the environ- 
ment Is left clean.
